stove, and. jumping into their rig, drove 
hastily away. 
The murder has re- 


mained a mystery since the night of 
its commission, neither clew nor mo- 
tive being discovered by the authori- 
ties."

the place, his official duties and his 
connection with the federal treasury 
would begin next spring, if a special 
session of congress should be called to 
deal with the tarlft, which is not ut all 
likely; otherwise he will not become 
sergeant-at-arms, and that $6,500 sal- 
ary will not begin, until congress re- 
organizes regularly next December. 


In any event, he wni become ser- 


gcanl-at-arms. before his term as state 
chairman expires. 
As no salary at- 


taches to the democratic state chair- 
manship in Indiana, Mr. Jackson prob- 
ably could serve in the dual role of 
state chairman and sergeaut-at-arms 
for a, few weeks without doing violence 
to any federal statute, but at the very 
longest it is not anticipated he will 
continue as state chairman beyond 
January, 1912, and the preponderance

Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—To con- 


nect Alaska with the rest of the world 
by cable and telegraph was a dreain 
of our government which a few years 
ago 
seemed 
almost 
impossible of 


achievement. But to our signal corps

men,'under Oen. A. W. Greely, chief 
of the service, and ranking brigadier 
general In the army, this stupendous 
undertaking was referred and Immedi- 
ately pronounced feasible and possi- 
ble. With him he associated such x-et- 
eran co-workers as Col. James Allen, 
of the signal corps service, to assume 
charge of the cable laying work along 


- the Alaskan coast: Capt. Charles Stew- 


art Wallace, to take command of the 
cable laying ship Burnslde; Mr. David 
Lynch, as expert cable operator and 
chief electrician, and Mr. Henry Win- 
ter, to take personal charge of cable 
engineering. 


To these men we owe the successful 


building of the new cable and over- 
land telegraph system to Nome, under

Burnside proceeded to finish the-last 
gap in the system. 


Msanwhlle strenuous work on land 


was being performed by the 
signal 


corps men, across country to connect 
with the cable at different points. The 
difficulties of this work were In many 
respects greater than those encounter- 
ed on the seas. Here was a wild, un- 
inhabited country thousands of miles 
In extent, swept by blizzards in win- 
ter and soft and marshy in summer, 
across which wires had to be stietched 
strong enough to resist the storms ot 
winter and withstand the floods and 
freshets of tile short summers. 
The 


workmen had to ca «y their supplies of 
provisions with them, working weeks 
and months hundreds of miles away 
froni any base of supplies. 


From Eagle to Valdez they followed 


the old government trail 400 miles In 
length, but down the Tanana 
they 


broke entirely unexplored regions and 
had to string the wires over snow a 
dozen feet deep and then return in 
summer to erect the poles. From Yu- 
kon to St. Michael they passed through 
.800 miles of the 
most 
inhospitable 


country, struggling against blizzards 
and storms that threatened to destroy 
them. Up the St. Michael through the 
Tanana they work^ti In tho heat ot a

SOME TEAXS DOINGS 


El Paso, Texas, Dec. 23.—Six vil- 


lages, one of great 
historical 
im- 


portance in the ploneef day ot the 
west, will be wiped out of existence 
when the Elephant Butte da.m la com- 
pleted, 135 miles north of El Paso, and 
the water reaches its full height in the 
lake to be formed above It. 
Fifteen 


hundred people will be made homeless 
altogether. 
The lake will be forty 


miles long-and will completely obliter- 
ate the settlements of Paraje, Canta- 
dero, Cantareclo, San Jose, Alamocita 
and Zapata. The site of old Fort Craig, 
one of the most noted of 
western 


frontier garrisons, will also be covered 
with the water In this artificial lake, 
which is being bullt'to water the fer- 
tile fields in the valley below. 


Paraje, the largest of the settlements 


to be obliterated. Is now the home of 
about 200 people, but at one time it 
was the home of 2,000 and was a post 
of griat importance oif the Santa Fe 
trail, over which freight trains and 
stage coaches made their way between 
"California and St. Louis in the days 
when every trip meant several battles 
with Indians and 
required 
several 


months to complete.

It must be remembered thajjprlor to 


the Spanish -American war the United 
States had no table whatever, and the 
signal corps men had never had the 
opportunity to gain any experience In 
handling cable ships or grappling ma- 
chines. All of the world's cables up 


.. to that time were handled by English, 


German or French ships and work- 
men. 


When the war with Spain broke out 


the army and navy Immediately felt 
the need of cable cutting and cable lay- 
Ing ships. The converted cruiser Yale 
one day captured the Spanish mer- 
chant ship Dlta off the coast of Cuba. 
This minor Incident of the war may 


*' have l*ft no impression upon the minds 


'of readers of the papers, but the Klta 
was destined to flfrure as a most Im- 
portant factor In the future trumphs of 
peace. 


She was remodeled as a cable ship 


nnd rechrlstened the Burnslde. 
It Is 


-this ship which has achieved 
such 


• ' lasting nlory for the signal corps serv- 


ice. After serving as a cable ship oft 
the coast of Cuba until the war ended, 
she sailed for the Philippine Islands. 
It was Imperative that cables should 


« 
b» laid along the different Islands of 
our new possessions In the far east, 
nnd the Burnsldo proceeded to reel out 
hundreds of- miles of cable. 


Over J.OOO miles of submarine cables 


wire laid around Manila and the ad- 
jacent towns of the coast. The Burn- 
side was then brought home and finally 
commissioned to- lay the Alaskan cable. 


0 It Is ctslmated that at the end of 1904 


the United States government had in 
operation more than 3,600 miles of 
submarine cables, nearly one-half of 
which wore laid by the old Spanish 
merchant ship Rita, or as she is now 
called, Burnslde. This makes our gov- 
ernment the second In the number of 


, 
miles of submarine wire 
laid 
and 


owned, exceeding the possessions - of 
Great Britain and Ireland by over 800 
miles, and about l.BOO miles less than 
the number owned by Franco. 
And 


this has all been accomplished within 
the few years elapsing since the Span- 
ish-American war. and the Burnslde 
has the glory of doing most of the 


, work. Surely the triumphs of peace 


i, 
sometimes select strange agencies for

the accomplishment of ends!

coast from Seattle to Skagway near

Branches

were run to Sitka, the nominal capital 
of Alaska, to Juneau, Halnes. Mission 
and two other places along the coast. 


The Alaskan coast In winter Is wild 


and rough, vrfth the seas filled with 
great cakes of Ice. and even in summer 
dangerous icebergs float down 
from 


the north. The Burnslde encountered 
great difficulties in reeling out 
the 


that ever visited the tropics, and then 
to make matters worse, a forest fire 
broke out In their rear and swept hun- 
dreds of miles of newly erected poles 
away. Back they had to go and toil- 
somely reconstruct the line. 


Farther up In the frozen north they 


penetrated, crossing ice fields and snow 
capped mountains until tho city of 
Nome -U-as almost within sight. They 
stood on the shores of Norton" sound. 
It was only a few days' Journey to the 


• end of their mission. But how could 
the body of water ahead be crossed? 
Heretofore couriers carried the malls 
from Si Michael to Nome across the 
Ice In winter and by boat In summer. 
It was this distance of 115 miles to 
brldjc* that offered the hardest prob- 
lem of the whole route. 


Adept the Wireless Telegraphy. 


A cable tcross the sound was sug- 


gested, but for six months In the year 
the water would be frozen solid, and 
when the cold winter came the cable 
would bo snapped like a straw. The 
only possible solution was by wireless 
telegraphy. So, far up there under the 
Arctic circle a wireless telegraph sta- 
tion wan established. 
Long 
timbers 


wero 
transported up the coast and 


across the country for masts to sup- 
port the wires at the stations. Great 
quantities of electrical apparatus were 
carried to the station, and then the 
experiment proved a failure. The 1m- 
pu\se* across the sound were to slight 
that It seemed as It wireless telegraphy 
In that great cold northern 
country 


hod lost Its power. 
Other apparatus 


was shipped, and In time tho long line 
to Nome wa» completed by the suc- 
cessful working of this last stretch. 


With the atl-Amerlcan Alaskan line 


completed the question of maintaining 
it \ now comes up for solution. In tht 
wintry season tho awful blizzards and 
snowstorms destroy tho telegraph poles 
nnd snap the wires so that Interrup- 
tions are common. Relay stations have 
to be established at frequent Intervals, 
and repair crews are ready to hunt up 
troubles with the wire at any moment. 
These repair crews ere provided with 
dog trains, or reindeer sleds, and on 
these they cross miles of frozen coun- 
try in the worst sort of Arctic weather. 


In the spring and summer the snow 


melts rapidly on the sides of the moun- 
tains, and the 
swollen rivers and 


streams Inundate the country, washing 
away poles and tangling fallen wires. 
The repair crews must then In their 
summer outfits struggle against water, 
marsh, mosquitoes 
and millions 
ot 


other annoying Insects. 
Often 
the 


ground In the valleys Is so soft that 
the crew cannot cross to reach the 
poles. 
Then, again, upon the bleak moun- 


tain sides and In the passes the wind 
attains a velocity frequently of sixty 
miles an hour, and trees and telegraph 
poles are swept down like chaff. How 
to protect the line from such storms Is 
another problem. 


(pounded In the great lake above the 
dam, 
and the greater part of the land 


has already been secured. Thirty thou- 
sand acres were secured through con- 
demnation proceedings against the Vic- 
toria Land and Cattle company, and

the Inhabitants ordered away. 
The 


other settlements are on private land, 
most of it held In small tracts by the 
native owners, and all of this the gov- 
ernment has either purchased or will 
purchase from the individual owners. 
P. W. Dent, of th« United States 
reclamation service, has this work in 
charge and has just returned from a 
tour of several days through the -region 
affected. He had to carry a Mexican 
interpreter with him and on the entire 
trip he found but one person who 
spoke tha English language. This was 
an American who conducts a small 
store at 
Cantareclo, 
Fred 
Hanna. 


Many 
of the 
Inhabitants of these 


small villages have lived there since 
childhood and it Is with tears In their 
eyes that they learn the edict that 
they must depart from the little acre- t 
ages which theyjiave tilled a lifetime, ( 
and in many Instances which 
their 


parents and grandparents hnve tilled. 
Some are living In tha adobn houses 
built by their forefathers who came to 
the 
region 
shortly after 
Coronado 


marched through the territory. Others 
have built new homes on the ruins of 
parental homesteads and many have 
several times had to reconstruct their 
homes because. of tho damage from 
floods and heavy rains. 
All irrigate 


their small patches from 
the 
river 


wlien It holds sufficient water, 
and 


most of them odd to their livelihood by 
raising a few sheep and goats or herd- 
Ing sheep, goats and cattle for the big 
ranches surrounding.

The government Is treating all alike, 
however, and every family ejected re-

main until the water drives them out, 
and, as the dam will be about eight 
years In buildings, the Mexicans are 
not making any rush preparations to 
get away.

man at home and a congressman in 
Washington are two different proposi- 
'tlons. I find," said the man from home

"You know, when we 
elected Jim to come down here and stli 
things up we had a picture of him In 
our minds standing in front of the 
speaker's desk making one of 
those

fished out of the Thames river are a 
fair sample of the treasures resting 
in the mud at the bottom, it might pay 
ome speculator to finance a plan for 


u systematic .search. Everything from 
a coin to a statue has been recovered 
from the black waters, even the great 
seal' of England having found a resting 
place there. It was thrown there pur- 
posely by James II. on the night he fled 
from Whitehall, but a fisherman acci- 
dentally brought It to light some while 
afterward, and It was restored to the 
government. 


"One 
of the 
most ancient and, 


trangely enough, best preserved relics 
vas found 
in 1868 near 
WaterloT 


>ridge," says a historian writing in the 
ilobe. 
"This Is a Celtic helmet of 


bronze, more than 
twenty centuries 


old. 
The state of its preservation is 


marvellous, the ornamentation being 
almost as unworn n» when the helmet 
was made. 
In 1S56 a bronze shield 


of about the same date wa's wrested 
from the river mud near Battersea, to- 
gether with a great number of swords, 
spears and other weapons. This shield 
Is tho finest of its period In the world. 
It Is fourteen Inches wide and thirty 
inches Ions and Is elaborately orna- 
mented with curious red enamel disks. 
The durability of bronze Is 
evident 


when we think of Ae countless tide* 
which swept over It, but were yet un- 
able to destroy the metal, and it Is 
almost Impossible to realize that the 
owner of such a shield was a savage 
barbarian, clad only In. the skins of 
wolves and other wild animals which 
were harbored In thousands by 
the 


mighty forests which covered all Eng- 
land. 


"Near London bridge, which has alf- 


ways proved a mine of burled treasure, 
two small Roman statuettes were, found 
In 1837. They are bronzes of Apollo 
and Mercury, unfortunately somewhat | 
mutilated and dented, but sufficiently 
well preserved to show that both were 
tho work of true artists and probably 
famous sculptors of that day. 
It Is 


possible that the early Christians, who 
were responsible for a good deal of 
damage of the kind, looked upon them 
as devils, and thought that by defacing 
them and cutting oft* an arm here and 
a leg there and casting them Into the 
river they would deprive them of any 
power of evil. 
So many coins of 


bronze, silver and 
gold have been 


found In the Thames that It would re- 
quire a mighty tome to catalogue them. 
In 18*1 a number of gold coins were 
found By a laborer, who eventually 
sold them to a collector, while some 
twenty-five years earlier a great quan- 
tity of angels and 
half 
sovereigns 


minted in the reigns of Henry VII. and 
Henry VIII. were thrown up by n kind 
of small water spout- 
They were 


claimed by the corporation and what 
happened to them is not known. 


"At Queenhlthe the seal of Edward 


the Confessor for the Port of London 
was brought to the surface by a 
dredger in 1810. It Is of very thick 
Silver.

he has succeeded in taking living tis- 
sue, even vital ergans. from one ani- 
mal, and causing them to grow and 
functionate 
in 
other animals of the 


same species. More than this, he has 


i removed glands, cartilage, bone, ancl 
| other tissue from live animals, and 
kept it alive and growing for weeks, 
though removed from any living or- 
ganism whatever. In this manner tht? 
process of growth can be watched con- 
stantly, for in the removal of such 
tissue it Is placed In a plasma of nutri- 
tive matter from 
the 
animal, 
and 


sealed In a glass slide kept constantly 
at a heat of 98 decrees. A microscope 
of the same temperature furnishes th^ 
means of watching the tissue.

CORNSTALK PAPER REALITY.

now the department is utilizing some 
of the cornstalk paper for its corres- 
pondence, and operates a mill which 
turns out the new paper, of a high 
grade, by^the hundred pound lots. The 
experts of Uncle Sam say that a small 
commercial mill can he kept 
busy 


through (he entire year by the stalks 
from the corn fields within a. radius of 
eight to ten miles. 


Perhaps it will not ho many years 


before the farmer will look upon his 
stalks as the most valuable part of his 
corn crop. If he can realize but half 
a cent a pound he will get more for 
them than for his corn at sixty cent's 
a.' bushel.

MAY COMPEL PEACE 


Paris. Dec. 23.—The text of the gov- 


ernment measures formulated for the 
purpose of preventing general strikes 
with particular reference to the em- 
ployes of public service corporations 
was made public yesterday. 


The measures constitute a compre- 


.hensive plan for ending the strike evil 
on the railroads and in other public 
services by means of an organized 
conciliation commission composed of 
representatives of the men and com- 
panies. This commission will meet at 
regular intervals, and when concilia- 
tion fails compulsory arbitration 
Is 


provided for, the principle being Intro- 
duced that where the arbitral sentence 
imposes an additional charge the cor- 
poration 
can indicate the method 


whereby the railroad or other service 
can secure compensation, either by 
raising the rates or by other means. 


For the Public Good. 


The report accompanying the meas- 


ure 
Is a 
remarkable document. It 


quotes the declaration of the" rights of 
man to prove that public services have 
been Instituted for the public good, not 
lor the benefit of those to whom they 
have been confided, from which It de- 
duces the conclusion embodied In the 
bills that the interruption of public 
service is a crime. 


At the same time it admits that pub- 


lic sen-ice employes, like other work- 
ers, have a right to amelioration of 
situations, and in conciliation and arbi- 
tration it is proposed to give them a 
weapon "as powerful as the strike." 


Power of the State. 


The companies must accede, the re- 


port declares, "because It is now con- 
ceded as a principle of jurisprudence 
that the state, in conceding public 
service monopolies floes not waive Its 
right to interfere and compel the con- 
cessionaires to grant ameliorations In

It 
points out that the moral tendencieb 
of the world are against violence, as 
manifested by the widespread growth 
of the movement for the peaceful set- 
tlement of international disputes, ajid 
It argues that the twentieth centurs 
marks the flawn of arbitration as the 
solution of both International and so- 
cial war.

The Mazda (tungsten) lamp 
itself cost more than the carbon incan- 
descent, but it is worth much more and 
is being made stronger and more effi- 
cient all the time. At first all tungsten 
lamps , were extremely fragile. Now 
they are almost as enduring under 
shocks and vibrations as the old style 
carbon filament lamps.
